warned of the horror it holds, finds 
all of that horror and more that 
cannot .be discussed. But he finds 
also that the heavy fog of gloom 
which once enveloped the tragic, 
narrow stretch between the sea 
aad the towering cliffs, has been 
dissipated by a ray of light arising 
from the favorable results 
that 


have attended the use of the Dean 
chaulmoogra oil specific during the 
past two years in checking the ra- 
vages of tJie'-oldest disease "in the 
world.

* band and several singing clubs, 
which vie with ei:ch other at song- 
fests. 


To cheer the patients the legis- 


lators brought many gifts and toys 
and many packages from friends 
and relative? "on -h» outside." A 
Hawaiian orchestra, from Honolulu 
played and sang and danced the 
hula for the amusement of the 
inmates, who maae their enjoy- 
ment patent by much applause. At 
an assembly the legislators de- 
livered addresses to the 
afflicted, 


messages of hope and inspiration, 
nnd listened to complaints. 
Prac- 


tically the only request made by 
the blind inmates, who asked thai 
they be granted a monthly allow- 
ance of ?5 each for pocket money, 
because they are unable to work :i = 
do^ patients whose general health 
is such that they are still allowed 
to work for government wages.

on the windward or northern side 
of the island, on the peninsula ot 
Makanalua, cut off from the re- 
mainder of the island by the steep 
cliffs on three sides, with a sea 
that is never smooth on the fourth 
side.

In 
smaller towns where the milk is 
delivered to the home within a few 
hours after milking', the raw nislk 
may be safe for infant feeding if 
the cow or cows have been tuber- 
culin tested. I am unable to as- 
sign any specific reasons, but J 
have a strong conviction that raw 
milk Is always preferable for In- 
fants and children when their die: 
consists chiefly of jnllk. 


Pasteurization means warming; 


or heating the milk to-140 degrees 
F., holding at that temperature 20 
minutes, and immediately cooling 
again. This, if properly carried out, 
destroys practically any disease 
germ in the milk. But it also Im- 
pairs the vitamin content, renders 
the milk less valuable for the pre- 
vention of scurvy, destroys most of 
the natural lactic bacilli and thus 
prevents natural souring of th» 
milk. Because the milk does not 
sour a mother is apt to Imagine it 
has undergone no decomposition, 
whereas the possible dangers from 
putrefaction or decomposition ara 
even greater when the lactio bacil- 
li 
are 
destroyed. 
Tet pas- 


teurization is the lesser of evils 
when it is necessary to choos* be- 
tween, a raw and probably unsafe 
market milk and a half cooked 
but safer product. Pasteurization 
is a compromise. It is cheaper and 
easier to destroy the germs in the 
milk bv heating than it Is to keep 
them out of the milk by such meth- 
ods as are used in producing ant! 
marketing certified 
milk. Even 


pasteurization will not make dirt: 
milk entirely safe for a baby. 


Milk may be sterilized, practi- 


cally, by boiling for five minutes. 
Many disease producing germs ma> 
multiply in milk without giving 
any evidence of their 
presence 


Boiling destroys tho germs, but not 
necessarily their poisonous prod- 
ucts. Boiling does not make milk 
more difficult for a baby to digest; 
in fact it seems to make the milk 
easier to digest, for it makes the 
casein precipitate in finer curds Jn 
the stomach. It is well to boll the 
milk, even though it be certified or 
pasteurized 
milk, whenever 
the 


baby has diarrhea In the summer 
months. If the milk is boiled as 
a regular practice o^ er many weeka 
or months, it i* essential to feed 
certain things to make up for ths 
Mtaminps which boiling destroys 
or reduces. For this purpose cod 
liver oil is ideal, with orange Julca 
.1 close rival.
